CHAPTER 37. 

Terms of court 
of the Tenth 
judicial circuit. 

AN ACT to fix the time of holding the terms of 
the circuit court in the several counties of 
the tenth judicial circuit. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. The general terms of the circuit 
court for the several counties in the tenth ju-
dicial circuit shall hereafter be held as follows: 
In the county of Florence, on the first Tuesday 
in March and the third Tuesday in September. 
In the county of Forest, on the second Tues-
day in March and the fourth Tuesday in Sep-
tember. In the county of Langlade, on the 
third Monday in March and the first Monday 
in October. In the county of Outagamie on 
the first Tuesday in February, the third Mon-
day in April and the second Monday in No-
vember; but no jury shall be. summoned for 
the ,February term in said county. In the 
county of Shawano, on the third Monday in 
May and the first Monday in December. 

SECTION 2. The several general terms of 
court in the counties of Langlade, Outagamie 
and Shawano shall be a special term for all 
the other counties in said circuit. 

SECTION 3. All acts and parts of acts in 
conflict with this act are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 4. This act shall take effect and 
be in force from and after its passage and 
publication.
